entered. 
In the P a rke r case Hickm an le­ 
gally adm itted his guilt by the p lea 
he made and his trial, set for J a n ­ 
u ary 25, will he a sanity hearing 
only.

small satchel co ntaining mu ch o f their 
perso nal belo ngings and valu ed a t sev­ 
eral tho u sand do llars, sto len— a gentle­ 
man sitting near, gave an accu rate de­ 
scriptio n o f the thief to the chief o f de­

IMr. Aldrich is striving fo r a better u n­ 
derstanding betw een 
seller and 
bu yer, 
argu ing th a t “ a little publicity and a lit­ 
tle sales effo rt wull 
do 
m u ch 
to w ard 
spreading a stro nger beef dem and o ver 
all parts o f the carcass. 
W hen this is ac­ 
co mplished the price o f all cuts will be 
belter equ alized and there will be less 
co mplaint regarding co st.” 
He admits that there are few er prime 
cattle th an were fo rm erly m arketed, “ the 
kind th a t pro du ce the heavy lo ins and 
ribs such as are co mmo nly used in the 
ho tel and restau ran t trade. 
Bu t cattle 
pro du ctio n has develo ped alo ng the line 
o f co nsu mer dem anded. 
Cattlemen are 
giving the public w h at it w ants— smaller 
steaks and ro asts o f a prime quality. 
“ They can no t affo rd to pro du ce many 
heavy cattle becau se co nsu mer dem and 
will no t abso rb any co nsiderable nu m ber 
at a price which will pay the co st o f pro ­ 
du ctio n.” 
A bo yco tt being u nder waj% it is neces­ 
sary fo r the sellers to co nvince the bu yers 
th a t prices are right and th a t qu ality is 
go o d. 
No single statem ent o f facts, ho w­ 
ever well set fo rth, will o verco me p ro pa­ 
g an da which has been spreading. 
If higher prices are ju stified, the peo ­ 
ple who can no t affo rd to pay them must 
co ntent themselves 
with 
o ther fo o ds. 
Packers can no t survive unless they make 
pro fits. 
Cattlemen can no t survive u n­ 
less they m ake pro fits. 
If the beef trade 
w ants the business it mu st invest in ad­ 
vertising space to info rm the public ade­ 
quately.
